The gymnasium exercises were held 
in the large dining room.

Through the patriotic interest and 
financial assistance of the Borden 
Government there sails this week 
from Victoria the Stefansson expedi- 
tion for the far north. The expedi- 
tion is commanded by a Canadian—- 
for Stefarsson was born in Manitoba

Jack, and as far as_ possible is 
manned by Caradians. It is the most 
thoroughly equipped expedition. from 
a scientific standpoint which has 
ever left for the Arctic regions.

Stefansson will explore the regions 
north of the Americar continent 
which are new territories and the 
Canadian flag will be hoisted so 
that there can be mo question or dis- 
pute as to the ownership of the 
far north.

in Rejecting Naval Bill Wil 

Not Prevent Canada Aid- 
ing the Motherland 


Despite the grossly unpatriotie ac- 
tion. of the Senate at the dictation 
of the Apostle of Canadian independ- 
enec, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in killins 
the naval aid bill, Canada will come 
to the aid of the motherland in mat- 
ters of sea supremacy. Premier 
Borden flung down the challenge to 
Laurier in the closing hours of the 
session that before the three ships 
which the Admiralty has had to pro- 
vide for, owing to the Liberal Sen; 
ate’s action, are ready to be handed 
over, Canada will take over and ac- 
guire these ships and will place 
them at the disposal of His Majesty 
for the common defence of this great 
Empire. 

Mr. Borden's words in this connec- 
tion are fraught with great signifi- 
eance, and are filled with patriot- 
ism. He said :— 

“The defeat of this measure by the 
Liberal majority in the Senate at 
the dictation of the right hon. 
gentleman who leads the Opposition, 
prevents us at present from = arrang- 
ing that the British Government 
shall proceed with the construction 
of these ships on behalf of Canada. 
Technically, the Parliament of Cana- 
da has refused this aid. In reality, 
this aid has been refused by a_ par- 
tisan majority in the Senate, at the 
dictation of the right hon. gentle- 
man, a majority having no respon- 
sibility whatever to the people of 
Canada. But, in view of the fact 
that these proposals were made by 
the Government of Canada upon in- 
formation which they had received 
from the British Government. through 
the Admiralty, which they regarded 
as disclosing grave conditions, — it 
may be possible in the future to 
make right that which has been made 
wrong at the present by the right 
hon. gentleman and his irresponsible 
friends in the other House.

A BLOW FOR 
RECIPROCITY FANATICS. 


It is worthy of note that in spite 
of the ery for larger markets for the 
Western grain grower we imported 
last fiseal year from the United 
States $8,131,279 worth of | wheat, 
compared with $2,537,608 worth for 
the preceding fiscal year; an increase 
of $5,293,671. We exported to the 
United States $8,352,983 worth — of 
wheat so that imports and exports 
of wheat to the United States are 
practically the same—about. $120,000 
in favor of the exports from Canada. 

We also imported considerably more 
vats from the United States than we 
exported. Our imports of oats were 
$1,551,909 worth, and we only — ex- 
ported $739,357 worth. Our imports 
of barley from the United States 
ported $6, 755 worth, and in the year 
showed an increase. In 1910 we im- 
just ended $77,667 worth ; while our 
emports of barley were $440,000 
worth, a decrease of $118,000 worth 
from the previous year. Our imports 
of eggs from the United States also 
show q great increase, being $2,821,- 
090 worth, an increase of $1,200,000 
worth from the previous year. We 


imported more butter and cheese 
from the United States than we 
exported to that country. Our im- 


ports of butter amounted to $314,- 
971, a considerable increase over the 


previous year, and we exported 
$75.000 worth of butter to the Unit- 
cd States. In cheese we imported 


$81,304 worth and we only exported 
$41,366 worth. 

We imported from the United Stat- 
es $1,572,000 worth of horses and 
we exported $473,000 worth. We im- 
ported $626,000 worth of sheep and 
exported $68,000 worth. 

We imported $2,394,000 worth — of 
vegetables and we were onty able to 
export $348,000 worth of the same 
article. ;

The Majority Must Rule/The Truth. Good Enough

The Liberal press, or that part of 
it which is supporting Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, in demandigyy an appeal to 
the electors on the naval question. 
There will be no immediate election, 
and for many reasons. It is ao fun- 
damental principle in all govern- 
ments that the majority must rule, 
and in carrying out this principle 
Hon. Mr. Borden cannot have his 
policy dictated by an irresponsible 
minority. Mr. Meizhen in an inter- 
esting article on Closure, has made 
this quite clear. Qn the subject of 
an election he gives the following 
reasons for refusing the demand of 
the minovwity :— 

But some ore says, why not have 
appealed to the people and ended 
the deadlock? Here is: the answer : 
To do so was to leave Parliament 
no more the master of its pro- 
cedure than it was before. To do 
so was to put a premium orm ob- 
struction which is an abuse and 
inherently wrong. It was’ to make 
a hero of the obstruetionist, who 
after all is qa public nuisance, and 
successful because he is such. To 
do so was to say to the electors of 
Canada: You zave us your sullrag- 
es; you placed us in power; you 
commanded us to transact the busi- 
ness of this courtry ; you entrusted 
us to pronounce in your name on 
all great decisions of State. But 
there was one decision with which 
you would not entrust us—-namely, 
the time of an election, whether it 
should be at the end of a Parlia- 
mentary term, or in the middle, 
or at the commencemen: —that 
question was too big to risk in 
the hands of a majority; seo you 
left it in the hands of a minority. 
You withheld it) from those you 
voted for, and reposed it in the 
party you voted against. Could 
absurdity go farther? Talk for 
talk’s sake must never get the 
sanction of success. Deliberate ob- 
struction is a vice and ought to be 
extermiaated. No Government can 
afford to be footballed to the coun. 
try by its use. Had Mr. Borden 
surrendered to those who brandish- 
ed such g weapon he would have 
become a partner in their guilt. 
But the guerilla Liberal press point 

to the clections of 1896 and 1911, 
claiming they were forced by the 
minority in parliament on each of 
those occasions. Such a statement 
is untrue. In 1896, the government 
had all but run its course. Within 
six weeks it would have had to dis- 
solve in any case. In 1911 Sir Wil- 
frid was not-foreed to the country ; 
supply was never refused ; he could 
have carried on parliament indefi- 
nitely, but preferred an election. It 
must be remembered also in the lat- 
ter case, the subject at issue had not 
been before the electors. Reciprocity 
Was conceived after, the general -elec- 
tions. Hf ever obstruction could be 
justified, it was in 1911, although 
obstruction did not cause an elec- 
tion. 

Mr. Borden is perfectly right in re- 
fusing to throw the country into the 
turmoil of a gereral clection, at the 
dictation of a defeated leader, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier,; and his irresponsible 
senators. There has been no demand 
from the country for such a contest, 
rather the people of Canada prefer 
harmony and attention to business at 
the present time to the disturbance 
of a political eontest. The Con- 
servative party has also the right to 
a parliamentary term to redeem its 
pledges. Much has been done in two 
sessions, but .pledges remain to be 
put into effect. Two more . sessions 
will see the redemption of all pledges. 

To have permitted the minority to 
rule would have been ridiculous. Any 
yovernment that would allow | such 
action deserves defeat. Fortunately, 
Mr. Borden is a bigzer man than Sir 
Wilfrid and has shown that he in- 
tends to govern Canada. Sir Wil- 
frid’s vanity is sorely injured by the 
realization of this fact, which js all 
the moré hitter as the  ex-premier 
cannot but understand that his par- 
liamentary career) must close in op- 
pesition, and what is even worse, 
disgrace, caused by his unfair and 
unpatriotic policy.

The Firemen Football Club have 
entered for the Red Deer Citizens’

1st. At first sight this looks good, 
but there is another side to the 


question. In the first place there is 
no doubt at all but what the Fire- 
men are entitled to play as an irdi- 
vidual team, but there,is very grave 
doubts as to whether they are wise 
in doing so. The general opinion of 
those who know anything about foot- 
ball matters is that they are making 
a mistake. While it is coming to the 
Viremen, and it is freely acknowledg- 
ed that they are the best. team in 
the city, it is also as surely’ known 
that they are not so strorga team 
as they were in the earlier part of 
the season. One or two of _ their 
matches have becn won more by 
good luck than play. Their defence 
could certainly be strengthens. Their 
forwards are admittedly the’ best in 
the city, and put up a good. evhibi- 
tion, but they will find jit 7a different 
proposition against the Callies or 
Hillhurst. It was thought earlier in 
the season that it would be a good 
scheme to have the Firemen play 
as a team, but now it 1s different 
for two reasons. The first is that 
they are not so good a team as they 
wero at first, and cannot hope to 
have suceess; the second is that. a 
combined United team, such as we 
have 


played before in this compe- 
tition, would have a far better 
chance of lifting this cup than the 


Firemen would. The third reason. 
which is not necessarily the least, is 
that it was the wish of the League 
officials, an independent. body — of 
men who are out for the game itself> 
that a United team should play and 
be choser from the best players in 
the City League, irrespective of 
Club, for they felt that this year we 
had an exceptianally good chance of 
winning against our more redaubt- 
able opponents. Under present cir- 
cumstances, Red Deer will be play- 
ing two medium tears instead of one 
strong one. It would have been per- 
haps better if the Firemen had res- 
pected the wishes of the ruling body, 
who are entitled to be considered. 
instead of*creating a precedent that 
may cause other clubs to do the 
same thing another year, and prob- 
ably cause no end of difficulties to 
the sports committee, and also 
make it harder for the League to 
carry out their provincial matches. 
It is also rumored round the city 
that the Firemen’s team never had a 
mecting to discuss this question, but 
that some of them were asked about 


it over the phone, and in some in-

The Hawk and the Grows 


Day after day an! week after week 
as I look through the big, open barn 
door I see a marsh-hawk beating 
about low over the fields. He, or 
rather she (for I see by the greater 
size and browner color that it is the 
female), moves very slowly and de- 
Nberately on level, flexible wing, now 
over the meadow, now over the oat 
or millet fleld, then above the pas- 
ture and the swamp, tacking and 
turning, her eye bent upon the 
ground, and no doubt sending fear 
or panic through the heart of many 
a nibbling mouse or sitting bird. She 
occasionally hesitates or stops in her 
flight and drops upon the ground, as 
if seeking insects or frogs or snakes. 
I have never yet seen her swoop or 
strike after the manner of other 
hawks. It is a pleasure to watch her 
through the glass and see her make 
these circuits of the fields on effort- 
less wing, day after day, and strike 
no bird or other living thing, as if 
{n quest of something she never finds. 
I never see the male. She has per- 
haps assigned him other territory to 
hunt over. He is smaller, with more 
blue in his plumage. One day she had 
a scrap or a game of some kind with 
three or four crows on the side of a 
rocky hill. I think the crows teased 
and annoyed her. I heard their caw- 
ing and saw them pursuing the hawk, 
and then saw her swoop upon them 
or turn over in the air beneath them, 
as if to show them what feats she 
could do on the wing that were be- 
yond their powers. The crows often 
made a pecullar guttural cawing and 
cackling as if they enjoyed the sport, 
but they were clumsy and awkward 
nough on the wing compared to the 
hawk. Time after time she came 
down upon them from a point high 
in the air, like a thunderbolt, but 
never seemed to touch them. Twice 
I saw her swoop upon them as they 
sat upon the ground and the crows 
called out in half-sportive, half- 
protesting tones, as if saying, “That 
was a little too close; beware, be- 
ware!” It Was like a skillful swords- 
man flourishing his weapon about the 
head of a peasant; but not a feather 
was touched so far as [ could see. 
It {8 the only time I ever saw ths 
hawk ina sportive or aggressive mood, 
I have seen jays tease the sharp- 
shinned hawk in this way, and esta¢: 
his retaliating blows by darting into 
a cedar tree. All the crow tribe, I 
think, love to badger and mock some 
of their neighbors.—John Burroughs. 


Projectile’s Gain of Speed 


Experiments with improved instru- 
ments for measuring the velocity of 
projectiles have shown that the speed 
goes on increasing after the missile 
has left the mouth of the’ cannon. 
Leaving the muzzle with a velocity of 
1,474 feet a second, a projectile has 
been observed to increase its speed 
to 1,689 feet a second within the first 
six feet. It is only after having 
travelled twenty-five yards that the 
projectile’s velocity becomes reduced 
to the speed it had on leaving the 
muzzle. This is ascribed to the im- 
pulse of the expanding gas being felt 
for some distance beyond the cannon’s 
mouth. .
